TRYING TO HUSH IT UP 





Parents of the MWHazers Are 
Urging That Matter Be 
Allowed to Rest.

LAPORTE, Ind., March 22.—The White 
County grand jury will investigate the 
killing of Charles Stanson, 13 years 91d, 
by his schoolmates. The boy was sus- 
pended by the heels until he died in ter- 
rible agony. 

Parents of the other boys implicated 
in the murder have made efforts to hush 
up the afair. They assert that it was 
merely a schoolboy prank which was 
carried too far and which, unfortunate- 
ly, resulted in the deatn of the victim. 
But they declare that no good can come 
of prosecuting the perpetrators, that 
they will never commit such a crime 
again and that the matter should be 
dropped. 

One of the boys who was implicated 
in the affair broke down and confessed 
when questioned by the school authori- 
ties. He said that the enmity of the 
other boys centered on young Stanson 
because he was believed to have given 
a new teacher information regarding the 
other boys who had driven previous 
teachers from the district. The new 
teacher whipped the ringleaders and 
soon restored order. 

Bound and Then Suspended. 

Young Stanson was caught and bound, 
a rope was attached to his ankles and 
he was suspended head downward from 
a tree near the schoolhouse. 

The boy who confessed gave the names 
of all the lads implicated in the affair. 
He graphically described the sufferings 
of the victim and told how he tried vain- 
ly to free himsif from the things that 
bound him, 

The boy said that the sufferings of 
the strspénded youth became so great 
that his tormentors grew sick and faint 
and hurried away, leaving him suspend- 
ed. There his body was found some 
time later. 

Much sympathy is expressed for the 
parents of the dead boy and stores were 
closed today for the funeral. Special 
sermons were preached in _ several 
churches yesterday.

PROFIT IN 2-CENT RATE 





Prospect of General Litigation 
Alarms Traffic Carrying 
Lines.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 22.—Fol- 
lowing a conference today with E. L. 
Scarritt of Kansas City, general attor- 
ney in Missouri of the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad Co., Gov. Hadley 
that the railroads may reconsider their 
determination to restore the 3-cent pas- 
senger rate in this State. 

The railroad executives 


announced 


decided at 
their recent Chicago meeting to put the 
old rate in effect April 3. It appears, 


however, the Missouri roads are divided 
as to the advisability of taking such ac- 
tion at this time. The Chicago & Alton, 
one of Missourl's greatest trunk lines, 
ils understood to be unalterably opposed 
to changing from 2 to 3 cents. 

Increase Under New Law. 

The Chicago & Alton is credited with 
having shown a net increase in pas- 
senger revenue under the operation of 
the 2-cent fare law. What the railroads 
are new anxious to know, as revealed hy 
Mr. Mrritt’s visit today, is whether 
the Sta @uthorities will hold in abey- 
ance their 8o0-called ‘‘war policy” against 
the railroads if the reinstatement of t'ie 
8-cent rate is deferred for further con- 
sideration. 

The railroad executives appear to 
have become genuinely frightened by 
the maneuvers of Gov. Hadley and At- 
torney-General Major. Both officials 
insist that in the matter of reduced 
rates Missour!l shall be accorded the 
same considcration as Lilinojs, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Nebraska and other neigh- 
boring states. 

In none of these states has the 2-cent 
fare law been attacked. 

Gov. Hadley maintains that Missouri 
must be given a “square deal’ or the 
railroads will be compelled to suffer the 
consequences. 

Various methods of litigation and 
legislation against the railroads is the 
Hadley-Major plan of meeting the 
present situation. If the railroads’ plea 


ance on the part o. the executives of 
all Missouri lines, then the State offi- 
cials are agreeable to a withdrawal of 
hostilities. Otherwise the anti-railroad 
campaign will begin at once. 
Railroads at Outs. 

Gov. Hadley admitted to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent that differences 
have arisen among the railroad mag- 
nates as to the order which went out 
from Chicago regarding the substitution 
of 3 for 2 cent passenger fares. 

Under the reduced rate law, the rail- 
roads claimed a total revenue loss in 
Missouri of $6,000,000. Federal Judge Me- 
Pherson knocked out the 2-cent farelaw 
on the ground that it was confiscatery 
in the case of several lines, but said 
that others could well afford a 2% cent 
fare rate. 

“I am receiving letters concerning the 
matter from all parts of the State,” 
said Gov. Hadley today. 

‘Some of these communications are 
couched in the most indignant terms 
ani give the impression that posse comi- 
tati may be organized to resist any at- 
tempt on the part of the railroads to 
restore 3 cent rates. I do not know 
just what final decision will be reached 
by the railroads. 

“The reports of the Chicago conference 
are correct. Missouri, in answer to that 
conference, has delivered its ultimatum. 
The whole matter was gone over with a 
leading railroad attorney today, but I 
am not at liberty to disclose the details 
of our conversation.”’ 

An atterney ef the Santa Fe, in con- 
versation with the Post-Dispatch cerre- 
spondent today, expressed the opinion 
that the railroads have concluded to 
‘back down’”’ in the matter of increas- 
ing passenger rates in Missouri. He 
sald the railroad executives at Chicago 
had probably acted too hastily. A fur- 
ther conference between Gov. Hadley 
and the railroad executives will be held 
in the next few days.

MARKHAM IS WITNESS 





Former General Manager of 
the Illinois Central Tells 
About Changes. 





Evidence in the Government’s suit to 
dissolve the merger of the Union Pacific 
- and the’ Southern Pacific railroads is 
being taken in St. Louis before Special 
Commissioner 8. G. Williams of Denver. 
These roads were consolidated in 1901 
by E. H. Harriman. 

The first witness Monday was M. C. 
' Markham, assistant to the vice-president 
of the Missouri Pacific Railroad. Mr. 
Markham was traffic manager of the II- 
@nois Central Railroad at the time the 
roads were merged, and he observed the 
effect it had on transcontinental! traffic. 
He said that before the merger the two 
roads were competitors for the traffic 
going to San Francisco and other Cali- 
fornia points from all states east of the 
Missouri River and north of the Ohio. 
"On traffic origirfating south of the 
“Ohio River, Mr. Markham said, there 
was very little competition. He said 
the Illinois Central used both routes in

It is said that 
on Thursday, the day Willie Whitla 
was kidnaped, a man'‘in a rig drove to 
the house of the old man and then they 
both drove away. 

At Mr. Whitla’s office today there are 
a number of reports concerning police 
activity in other cities. 

From Altoona, Pa., it is learned that 
a stranger, with a child applied for ac- 
commodations at the Hotel Gilbert last 
night and excited \suspicion by refusing 
to register. The clerk notified the po- 
lice, who surrounded the hotel and ques- 
tioned the man. It was then ascertained 
he was a lumber merchant of Clearfield, 
Pa., and was jhere to meet his brother, 
expected from’ Cincinnati. 

There is considerable activity in To- 
ledo, O., and vicinity today, according 
to a report receiaed at Mr. Whitla’s of- 
fice. It is said from that city that two 
men and a bay. had left Ashtabula, O., 
Sunday, bound for Toledo. Every train. 
street car and vehicle entering the city 
is being closely watched. Several de- 
tectives are said to have left Toledo 
this morning for Lorain, O., to run down 
a new clew at that place. 

4an exhaustive search is being made by 
the authorities at Ashtabula, O., for the 
abductors today: 

Mr. Whitla had intended to keep his 
presence in Ashtabula Saturday a se- 
cret, but happened to get on a street car 
with Chief Laskey and Detective Mc- 
Kean of Pittsburg, who were working 
on the case. Detective McKean recog- 
nizea Mr. Whitla and a conference fol- 
lowed, in which the father of the miss- 
ing Jad told the whole story of the let- 
ter he had received and implored the 
Chief to call off his men and leave the 
coast clear for the abductors to get the 
money, as he feared that if they were 
arrested the boy would be killed. 

After this Mr. Whitla placed the $10,- 
000 in a spot in Flatiron Park designated 
by the abductors and went to the hotel 
for the first sleep he has had since 
Thursday night, feeling confident his 
son would be soon restored. 

However, he requested Chief Lackey 
to visit the spot at 3 o’clock Sunday 
morning and, if they found the‘ $10,009 
undisturbed to take possession of it and 
return it to him at 5 a. m. The Chief, 
with several officers, found the money 
at 3 a. m. 

Following this came arrests. A sec- 
ond letter was to be delivered to Whitla 
at the Smith Hotel, Ashtabula. This 
was done by two boys. They were 
found by the po'ice Sunday night and 
locked up. Tony Muscarelli, 13 years 
old, told the police that it was he who 
carried the note from the kidnapers 
to the hotel. He said he and Willie 
Madden, 12 years old, were met on the 
street by a man who told them he 
wanted a note taken to the hotel. Aft- 
er instructing them to leave it with 
the clerk, he gave them a dime for de- 
livering the message. The man also in- 
quired about where he could find a 
telephone. They told him to go te 
the depot, but this he refused to do. 

Certain Boy Is in Asthabula. 

The boys describe the man as being 
of dark complexion, about 30 years old, 
weighing 140 pounds and having a pim- 
ply face. He wore a dark striped suit 
and patent leather shoes. The descrip- 
tion of the man has been sent to the 
detectives at.the Whitla home in Sha- 
ron. 

I. A. Whitaker informed the Ashta- 
bula police today that he overheard a 
stranger telephone to the Smith House 
Saturday night about 9 o’clock from 
the store of his brother, F. W. Whita- 
ker. The stranger asked if a letter 
had been left for C. A. White, and 
then said this letter would be called for 
by a man arriving on a Lake Shore 
train. 

Shortly afterward J. D. Whitla ar- 
rived from Sharon, went to the Smith 
House and inquired for this letter. The 
stranger tallies with a description of 
the man who sent the boys into the 
hotel with the letter. He wore a dark 
gray suit and black derby hat. The 
store from which the. message was tele- 
phoned is near Fiat Iron Park, where 
the $10,000 was deposited.

PAT CROWE GOES TO OHIO 
TO SEARCH FOR KIDNAPERS 


PONTIAC, IIL, 
the kidnaper of Eddie Cudahy, left 
here today for Cleveland, where he 
will do his utmost to figd Billie Whitla 
and the men who stole him. 

Crowe, who declares he has completely 
reformed and that hig recent partici- 
pation in evangelical work is genuine, 
will be employed by a chain of news- 
papers, which recently offered $1000 re- 
ward for finding the boy and bringing 
his abductors to justice. 

Crowe analyzed the Whitla case 4s 
follows: 

“In my opinion Willie Whitla will be 
returned safe to his parents. The kid- 
napers will find the hunt too hot and re- 
lease him. Something has gone wrong 
with their plans. A kidnaping to be 
worked successfully must be planned to 
the minutest detail. In 2 hours after we 
took Eddie Cudahy we had his father 
driving out four miles on a lonesome 
road with a red light handing on his 
buggy and $25,000 in gold inside. 


Quick Work Necessary. 
“We realized that if we were to 


a ransom we were to get it quick, 
fore the trail grew hot. But fhat 
time has passed for the Whitlas. [he 
country is all torn up by the heartless 
crime. I do hot believe the boy is in any 
danger. 

‘The kidnapers may threaten, butthey 
will not harm a hair of his head. My 
pal and I threatened to burn Eddi Cud- 
ahy’s eyes out with acid. We would have 
burned out own out sooner than carry 
out that threat. The remote danger to 
Willie Whitla is that the abductors may 
be amateurs. If so, finding the search 
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closing around them, they might kill the 


boy so as to escape without incum- 
brance. But every detail of the kidnap- 
ing indicates the kidnapers are profes- 
sional crooks of the shrewdest sort. 

‘*For instance, they ordered Willie’s fa- 
ther to advertise in several newspapers 
at once. The amateur would have 
named a single paper. They were clever 
in letting their buggy be found at War- 
ren, 14 miles away, but mark you, -12 
hours after the stealing. 

A Blind Says Crowe. 

That was a blind. From what I can 
learn from a distance I think the men 
are hiding in or near the Mahoning Val- 
ley. If not there, in one of the Cleve- 
land suburbs. I believe the former is 
the better guess. The*’suburbs of a 3ity 
make the best hiding. 

“It looks like a lynching to me if the 
kidnapers are caught. Now, a word to 
them, for they will read this. A crook 
always reads every word in the news- 
papers after a crime. I know exactly 
how you are feeling. A phantom in 
every shadow, capture and revenge in 
every slightest noise. Give up Willie 
Whitla. Even if you should get che 
money it would curse you. I spent five 
years in I got Cudahy’s money. 
And even after it was gone and I had 
offered to return $21,000 of it, I couldn't 
get. peace with man or God until I had 
surrendered and stood trial.’’

JOHN CONSIDINE IS DYING 


IN HIS HOTEL METROPOLE 


Wealthy Sporting Man Is Sinking 
Rapidly With Members of 
Family at His Side. 


NEW YORK, March 22.—John Consi- 
dine, one of the most widely known and 
wealthiest sporting men in the country, 
is believed to be dying in his rooms in 
the Hotel Metropole, of which he is 
manager and part owner. 

He was stricken suddenly Friday, al- 
though the news did not become gen- 
erally known until today. Mr. Consi- 
dine, who had been in poor health. for 
a long time, complained that afternoon 
of feeling badly and went to his room. 
He was found there some time after- 
ward unconscious and evidently in a 
very serious condition. The family 
physician, Dr. Manke Miller, was called. 

Dr. Miller gave it as his opinion that 
Considine had suffered hemorrhage of 
the brain and said there was little 
chance for recovery. There was no 
change for the better today. 

His wife, his brother, George Consi- 
dine, who is. his partner in the hotel 
business, and ‘George’s wife, known on 
the stage as Aimee Angeles, a dancer, 
are constantly with him. The sick man 
had not recovered his senses, but lay 
in,a stupor almost without sign of 
life.

ANTI-RACING 
KNOCKED OUT BY 
KENTUCKY COURT 


Latonia Track Returns to Old 
Basis as Result of 
Decision. 


COMMISSION TO APPEAL 











Law Does Not Specify. Trot- 
ting and Running Races, 
Says Judge. 





COVINGTON, Ky., 22.—Judge 
Harbesou in the Kenton County Cir- 
cuit Court this morning rendered his 
decision in the case of ‘the Latonia 
Jockey Club against the Kentucky Rac- 
he held the law estab- 


lishing the commission as unconstitu- 
tional. 

The effect of the decision is to place 
Latonia racing back to its former ba- 
sis. . 

Judge Harbeson held that the law 
creating the Kentucky Racing Commis- 
sion gave that body power to regulate 
running races; that trotting races and 
running races come under the same le- 
ga] category, and that therefore the 
law is class legislation and unconsti- 
tutional. The Court; in other words, 
held that the law, to be valid, must 
give the Racing Commission specific 
authority over both trotting and running 
races. 

The decisin is a complete victory for 
the Latonia Jockey Club. The Racing 
Commission had insisted that Latonia 
use Pari-Mutuel machines. Latonia put 
in these machines, but claimed that 
they were run at a financial loss, and 
then allowed bookmakers to operate. 
The Latonia Jockey Club secufed a 
court injunction preventing the Raeing 
Commission from interfering with the 
races while bookmaking was operating 
last season. 


Fiuancial Part Don’t Figure. 
The Court, before passing upon the 


question of the constitutionality of the 
Racing Commission act, decfded in* fa- 
vor of the Racing Commission on several 
points, notably the question that the 
State had the right to confrol the racing 
business by police power and to pass 
rules regulating race betting that would 
even go to the extent of rendering their 
business wholly unprofitable. He said 
that the contention of the Latonia Club 
that their track could not be operated 
profitably without book-making made 
no difference in the law of the -case. 
The Court said: 

“The right here claimed to be inter- 
fered with and which it ts claimed 
causes the plaintiffs’ business to become 
unprofitable, is purely a gambling prii- 
lege and not a property right, and such 
privilege can never be within the protec- 
tion of the Constitution so as to take 
it out of the legislative control.”’ 

Harvey Myers appeared as attorney 
for the Jockey Club, and ex-State Demo- 
cratic Chairman McQuown of Kentucky, 
ex-Gov. Beckham and Phil Chinn rep- 
resented the Racing Commission.

ROUGH SLEDDIN’ AHEAD 





House Republicans and Senate 
Leaders Take Different 
Views of Measure. 





WASHINGTON, March 22.—With a 
full attendance of members and crowded 
galleries the great debate on the tariff 
of 19099 was begun in the House today. 

Representative Payne (Rep., N. Y.), 
chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, led off for the Republicans. On 
motion of Payne the House decided to 
meet hereafter at 11 o’clock every morn- 
ing, which is an hour earlier than 
usual. 

Payne then made a sential that the 
House resolve itself into a committee of 
the whole for the consideration of the 
tariff bill. Speaker Cannon designated 
Repregentative Olmstead (Rep., Pa.) as 
the bs eae officer of the committee. 
Olmstead recognized Payne and as the 
latter arose to make his speech he was 
generously applauded by his Republican 
colleagues. 

It is not expected that the general 
discussion will be prolonged. Mr. Payne 
thinks it will be necessary to bring In a 
rule for its limitation. But considera- 
tion of the bill for amendments is ex- 
pected to produce ah avalanche of five- 
minute speeches, and it is predicted 
jhat an order. will be introduced fix- 
ing a time for the final vote. It is not 
the voting stage will be 
reached within less time than two weeks 
hence. 

The bill will start with the approval 
of the Republican majority in the main 
and the hearty approval of a minority 
of the Democrats as to some details. 
Before it has passed through, the House 
party lines will have been obliterated. 
Southern Democrats will be voting with 
Yankee Republicans. Northwestern and 
Western Republicans will vote with Mid- 
western and Northern Democrats’ and 
a half dozen other combinations will 
be formed by Republicans and Demo- 
crats who have seemingly forgotten the

Rough Sledding Expected. 


The Payne bill will have rough sled- 
In the House the Republicans 
agree that the maximum and minimum 
tariff bill is the thing; the léaders of 
the Senate think it a mistake and that 
the Payne bill is a retaliatory bill in- 
stead of a reciprocal tariff law. 

The chief objections raised to the bill 
at this time are: 

That it will increase the cost of the 
breakfast table and the home. 

That too much has been done in re- 
ducing the coat of raw materials with- 
out corresponding reductions of the du- 
ties on manufactured articles, viz: free 
hides, and still well protected shoes and 
leather. 

The inheritance tax provision will be 
opposed by representatives from large 
cities and by some of the representa- 
tives from the 36 states which now have 
a similar law. 

That the countcrvailing duties on cof- 
fee and petroleum will benefit none but 
the dealers in these articles in the 
United States. 

That* the coffee duty will be evaded 
by an enormous supply of coffee al- 
ready in the United States. 

That the tax on tea and cocoa will 
diminish their,consumption in the United 
States and finally be assessed on the 
head of the family. 

That the drawback features will work 
disastrously on American enterprises. 


South American Trade, 


That South American trade is imper- 
lled by the maxinium and minimum 
rates.

The 
anteroom is filled with “visitors from 
early in the morning until after 6 o’clock 
at night. , Every once in a while an 
attache of the office is seen shooting 
through the door, either going or com- 
ing, and the supposition is that he has 
got a “sinker and one in the dark,” 
while standing at a counter and watch- 
ing the clock between sips of scakiing 
coffee.

Man, Wishing to Clear $3,000, - 
000 Land Title, Says It 
Was Substitute. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, March 22.—Inspector Mc- 
Cafferty has detailed Central Office de- 
tectives to search the Wall street dis- 
trict for La Foras Baker, formerly 
cashier of the Northern National Bank 
of Big Rapids, Mich., who has been 
legally dead for more than fifteen 
years! Frank Chickering of Big Rap- 
ids, who has extensive lumber inter- 
ests in Northern Michigan, says the 
‘‘dead man’’ is very much alive and for 
several months has been associated with 
a firm of Wall street bankers under the 
alias ‘“‘Kaber La Foras’’—his real name 
with the letters transposed. Chickering 
told Inspector McCafferty it was nec- 
essary for him to find Baker in order 
to clear up the title to timber lands 

valued at $3,000,000. 

“Baker was one of the big men in 
Michigan 15 years ago,’ when his bank 
failed for $2,000,000," said Detective Wil- 
‘lus. “He was interested with ,former 
United States Senator T. C. Platt in tim- 
ber lands. After the failure of the bank 
he came East to ask Platt to help 
straighten out his tangled financés. In 
February, 1894, after he had been in 
New York a few days, word was sent 
to his family in Big Rapids that he 
had died in Bellevue Hospital. from 
injuries, inflicted presumably by high» 
waymen, while he was crossing Brook- 
lyn Bridge on foot late in the even- 
ing. 

Bedy Sent to Famil¥. 

“A body was sent home to Big Rap- 
ids in a casket with a glass cover, and 
there was a written notice on the cover 
that the glass was not to be removed. 
The wife and children viewed tHe fea- 
tures through the glass and thought 
they recognized the husband and father 
and the body was buried in the family 
plot.’’ 

It is asserted that the real Baker 
went abroad in order-to save himself 
and others from disagreeable entangle- 
ments growing out of the bank failure, 
and that the body sent home was ob- 
tained from a hospital and the face 
fixed up with wax to resemble Baker’s 
and deceive his family and friends. 

It. was said that Baker, under his 
assumed name, has been living in Hono- 
lulu and other foreign cities until re- 
cently, when he returned to this coun- 
try and that he has been receiving mail 
at the address of a banking house in 
Wall street. The bankers in question 
deny knowledge of the man.

Consolidations, Reorganiza- 
tions and Holding Compa- 
nies Prohibited.

NEW YORK, March 22.—In the New 


J.rsey Legislature there will come up 
this week for final passage a bill to 
amend the Censtitution of the State in 
svch a manner 2s to wipe out the present 
judiciary system and set up in its place 
new courts and new juages. The Sen- 


ate already.has passed the measure and 
it now rests with the Assembly to give 
ap»roval and submit it to- the people. 

This plan originated in Wall street; 
the bill was drafted in the New ‘York 
office of a corporation lawyer; 4 cam- 
paign in its behalf is being “accelerat- 
ed’’ from the offices of bankers and 
corporation managers in the metropolis. 

The prime move is to get rid of the 
present Court of Errors and Appeals, 
tho highest court of the State, which 
has hande.. down decisions 80 unex- 
pectedly antagonistic to corporations 
that New Jersey no longer is @ safe 
home for trusts and monopolies. 

Three recent decisions have struck at 
the very vitals of corporations—license 
and high finance. ' 

Buying Rivals Is Barred. 

The first checked the scheme of rich 
corporations buythg up the stock of 
weaker competitors and crushing out 
competition by power of money. The 

ennsylvania Railroad bought the stock 
hes the trolley company that enters At- 
lantic City. The Court of Errors and 
Appeals held that- corporations could 
hold only such stock as was pertinent to 
their busineags. 

“his was a hard blow to the great 
game of orgaizing holding corporations 
and the buying up of everything that 
in any way interferes with giant cor- 
porations. 

‘he second case affected the- Tele- 
phone Trust @irectly, but struck a body 
blow at the Wall street system of vot- 
ing trusts, that scheme of inducing 
stockholders to surrender powers to two 
or three men «called. veting “trustees, 
usually \,all street bankers, who then 
do as they please with the property. 


Voting Trustees Illegal. 


In the case of the United States Inde- 
pendent Telephone Co., wherein there 
were ~vting trustees, the Court de- 
clared: 

“Their very designation shows that 
they hold the stock, not in their own 
tight, but for those for whose benefit 
the trust was created. All the rights 
and powers conferred by the voting 
trust agreement, all the duties required 
to be performed under it, are conferred 
and imposed solely for the benefit of 
those who created the trust and their 
assigns—in other words, the original 
stockholders. The voting trustees have 
no interest in the stock beyond what 
is necessary to enable them to execute 
their trust.’’ 

The voting trustees in this case at- 
tempted to close out the company on 
thé ground that it was insolvent. The 
Court stopped that in order to protect 
the stockholders. This decision checks 
many a game of high finance, for one 
of the axioms of Wall street is that 
it is easier to control three Voting trus- 
tees than 3000 stockholders. 

The third and most sweeping decision 
was handed down three weeks ago: in 
the case of the Leather Trust, upset- 
ting the whole system of, reorganizing 
companies and hiteeciet that high 
financiers in this game can be held 
personally responsible for losses suf- 
fered by stockholders. i 

Reorganization is the chief business of 
Wall street these days. It used to be 
the organization of new companies, but 
all the juice has been squeezed out of 
that sweet orange, and the public is 
wary of giving up good money for the 
dry peel. 


Leather Reorganization Stopped, 
In one of the largest trust companies 


was painted on the door of one depart- 
ment this sign: “Corporation Organi#a- 
tion.”

DELEGATES AS TAX REFORMERS. 

The sudden activity of the House of Delegates 
on the very eve of the expiration of its official 
existence in the agitation of tax reform is, to say 
the least, open to very grave suspicion as to its 
good faith. That our system of taxation is archaic 
and full of opportunity for tax evasion goes with- 
out saying. Reform is badly needed in the meth- 
ods of taxation. But we have not hitherto ob- 
served any interest on the part of the House of 
Delegates in the correction™ of the attempted 
abuses of our tax system. 

Now, at the very close, of the session, and a 
little over two weeks before the election of their 
successors, the House of Delegates appoints u 
committee to make exhaustive “investigation of 
the assessment of taxes, tax returns and of the 
books and papers and documents of taxpayers,’ 
with stenographers and expert accountants and 
counsel, all of which services are to be furnished 
without charge to the city of St. Louis. Who is 
to pay for these services? 

Some three or four years ago, it will be remem- 
bered, a somewhat similar move was made by the 
House of Delegates to conduct an investigation 
into the tax returns of the citizens of St, Louis, 
and the attempt was made to punish a citizen 
for contempt who declined to produce his books 
and papers for examination. This attempt was 
checked by the Supreme Court in a _ decision 
which, while deciding the case on another point 
and discharging the petitioner, intimated very 
grave doubt of the power of the House of Dele- 
gates to enforce the giving of testimony or the 
production of books for any purpose. 

This appearance of the members of the House 
of Delegates in the remarkable role of tax r°- 
formers, at the close of their official existence, 
should not be allowed to thwart the determina- 
tion of the people of St. Louis to elect worthy 
members to this branch of the Municipal Assem- 
bly. It is the right and duty of citizens to in- 
vestigate and comment upon the character of 
those who offer themselves for public office, and 
those who are engaged in this honorable duty 
of citizenship should not be intimidated by so 
transparent a device of discredited public offi- 
cials.

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THREE-CENT STREET RAILWAY FARES. 

With a municipal utilities commission in ex- 
istence and ready to begin operations in St. Louis 
and a bill for a State utilities commission pend- 
ing, the Legislature has before it a bill for low- 
er street car fares in this city during morning 
and evening rush hours. 

Three-cent rides from 5 to 7 a. m. and 6 to 8 
p. m., or during Any other four hours, would be 
received with gratitude, but we would prefer or- 
derly procedure and a certainty of their reten- 
tion if installed to the law suit and the bitter dis- 
appointment of a réturn to 5 cents after a taste 
of 3. It is true there are cities where eight tick- 
jets for a quarter rule during certain hours and 
courts of last resort have approved them.
